A VALUABLE ASSET 


Pride— A Co-Operative Ingredient 
By Joseph G. Knapp 


Pride is a word that is often in bad 
repute. It is sometimes associated 
with smugness or stuck-up-ness, For 
years we have been warned of it in 
the old proverb that ‘Pride goeth be- 
fore a fall.” Yet there is another side 
to pride which we think of when we 
say that a man has pride in his home, | 
his family, or his co-operative. In this | 
latter sense pride represents one of | 
the finest motives that exist. A pride | 
based on a wholesome satisfaction in | 
something that we like, a pride that | 
bothers no man but fulfills one’s life. | 

What gives a man pride? Often- 
times, the simple things—such as the 
fact that his wife is congenial and a 
good housekeeper, or that his son is 
healthy and friendly, or that his 
daughter is pretty and agreeable. 


These homely satisfactions make all 
the difference between a full or an 
empty life. As Poor Richard said, “A 
little house well filled, a little farm 
well tilled, and little wife well willed, 
are great riches.” 

Pride in one’s co-operative is a spec- 
ial kind of pride. It is something like 
a man’s pride in his community of 
church, or in the fact that he and his 
fellov’ man get along well together. 

In a co-operative, members should 
wish to have pride in their associa- 
tion’s service, in its facilities, in its 
balance sheet. If a group of farmers 
have pride in their co-operative this 
means that they have accomplished 
something, for real pride is a natural 
by-product of something that has been 
striven for and gained, 

If members of a co-operative have | 
pride they make good members for 
this will impart to them a willingness 
to do everything with their power to 
keep their association operating in an 
efficient manner. 

Let’s not debunk the importance of 
pride which implies “a proper sense 
of dignity and worth.” Let’s recognize

So far both Great Britain and Rus- 
sia have been fighting an almost pure- 
ly defensive war and speculation with 
regard to future moves has been con- 
cerned primarily with the strengthen- 
ing of the Allies’ defensive position. 

The establishment of a “second 
front,” about which the whole world 
has been talking, has been regarded 
universally as a means of sustaining 
the Russians and of preventing a 
German walk-over in all of Europe 
rather than as a means of beating 
Germany to her knees, 

Even now most realists are princip- 
ally concerned with the possibility of 
of a great diversion which would pre- 
vent Germany from conquering all 
the richest regions of European Rus- 
sia and the Caucasus; the prospects 
of a great offensive blow against the 
Germans which would knock Ger- 
many out of the war are regarded as 
so distant as to be still out of sight. 

s * * 

England’s immediate job, with the 
assistance of the United States, is to 
maintain supplies to Britain, to build 
up forces adequate to repulse a really 
serious invasion attempt, to prevent 
the German Luftwaffe from crippling 
Britain’s industries and ports, and to 
fortify the Near East sufficiently to 
prevent a German drive into Iran, 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt and ultimately 
India itself. 

This first job is defensive, pure and 
simple. 

It might very well involve the de- 
fense of the Caucasus by an advanced 
British force but whether that is to be 
d6ne is not yet clear.

The second job, which can be ac- 
complished only after the first one is 
done, is to start hitting the Germans 
and Italians where it will hurt them 
the most and then to follow up the 
first punches until either the main 
forces of the Axis are destroyed or 
there is a complete collapse behind 
the lines.
